The  President’s  political  strategists 
claimed  victory  in  holding  traditional 
midterm  losses  to  a minimum  and  building 
a workable  majority  of  senators  more 
responsive  to  White  House  policies. 

But  Democratic  National  Chairman 
Laurence  F.  O’Brien  said  this  discounted 
“nothing  short  of  a fantastic  democratic

gain,’’  particularly  among  governors  where 
his  party  regained  majority  control. 

’’Throughout  the  heartland  of  this 
nation,’*  O’Brien  said,  ’’Middle  Americans 
revolted  and  threw  the  Republicans  out  of 
statehouses  they  had  controlled  for  years.*’ 

The  Republicans  went  into  Tuesday’s 
election  with  a 32-18  edge  in  governors  and 
holding  the  seven  most  populous  states 
except  Texas. 

The  Democrats  held  Texas  while  ousting 
Republicans  in  the  crucial  states  of  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania  and  Florida,  for  a firm  net 
gain  of  10  statehouses  and  a narrow  lead  in 
Alaska.  Republicans  took  12  of  the  35 
governorships  at  stake  and  were  leading  in 
Michigan  and  Rhode  Island. 

In  the  Senate,  where  Nixon  and  Vice 
President  Spiro  T.  Agnew  concentrated 
their  campaign  efforts,  the  Republicans 
made  a net  gain  of  one  seat-six  short  of 
majority  control— with  Indiana’s  contest 
between  Sen.  Vance  Hartke,  Democrat, 
and  his  GOP  challenger.  Rep.  Richard 
Roudebush,  still  undecided. 

THE  LINEUP  was  clouded  by  election  of 
a conservative  party  candidate  in  New 
Yoric  who  will  vote  Republican  and  an 
Independent  in  Virginia,  Sen.  Harry  F. 
Byrd  Jr.,  who  was  expected  to  vote 
Democratic,  when  it  comes  to  organizing 
the  Senate  in  January. 

The  Democrats  increased  their  grip  on 
the  House  with  a firm  net  gain  of  six  seats, 
with  races  still  undecided  in  Alaska, 
Kentucky,  Massachusetts  and  North

Congress  convening  in  January  was  255 
Democrats  and  180  Republicans. 

Despite  their  enormous  commitment  of 
money  and  political  prestige  in  behalf  ol 
GOP  candidates,  the  Nixon-Agnew  team 
effort  paid  off  in  only  about  40  per  cent  of 
the  Senate  and  gubernatorial  races. 

Of  the  21  target  states  electing  a 
governor,  senator  or  both  in  which  they 
campaigned.  Republicans  gained  eight 
senators  to  the  Democrats’  12,  not 
counting  Indiana. 

Of  the  IS  guberrutorial  contests  which 
involved  the  White  House  team,  the  GOP 
gained  five  and  the  Democrats  10. 

Although  Nixon  barnstormed  through  22 
states  and  Agnew  visited  32,  and  the 
Republicans  outspent  the  Democrats  by 
five-to-one,  O’Brien  said  the  results  favored 
Democrats  in  the  long-range  prospects  for 
1972. 

“The  Presidency  was  won— and  lost-in 
1968  in  precisely  those  areas  where 
Democrats  scored  their  most  impressive 
victories  on  Tuesday,  in  the  South,  the 
Midwest,  the  Southwest  and  the  far  West," 
O’Brien  said. 

“We  have,  in  short,  recaptured  the 
electoral  base  that  is  vital  to  wiiming  the 
White  House  in  1972.” 

The  GOP  ousted  Democratic  governor*- 
in  Connecticut  and  Tennessee  but  the 
Democrats  seized  statehouse  control  also  in 
Nebraska,  Arkansas,  Minnesota,  South 
Dakota,  Wisconsin,  Idaho,  New  Mexico. 
Oklahoma  and  Nevada.

Final  figures  come  in 


President  Nixon’s  pleas  to  Utah  voters  to 
send  Laurence  J.  Burton  to  the  U.S.  Senate 
were  given  thumbs  down  in  Tuesday’s 
elections  when  Democratic  incumbent 
Senator  Frank  E.  Moss  gained  a 55  per  cent 
of  the  vote  victory  over  Burton. 

In  a surprise  win,  Democrat  K.  Gunn 
McKay  upset  Republican  candidate 
Richard  Richards  in  a race  for  the  U.S. 
Congress’  First  District  seat  from  Utah. 
McKay  beat  Richards  by  52  per  cent  to  47 
per  cent  of  the  vote. 

In  the  race  for  state  senator  from 
Senatorial  District  No.  16,  Republican 
Dean  C.  Christensen  scored  9,855  votes  to 
Democrat  Stan  A.  Taylor’s  6,232.  Both  are 
members  of  the  BYU  faculty. 

Howard  C.  Nielsen,  a member  of  the 


Statistics  Dept,  won  a seat  in  the  Utah 
House  of  Representatives  without 
Democratic  opposition. 

All  three  propositions  to  amend  the  Utah 
Constitution  passed  by  significant  margins 
Proposition  No.  1,  titled  the  Gateway 
Amendment  is  a proposal  which  will  allow 
the  state  constitution  to  be  amended  b> 
article  rather  than  just  by  section. 

Proposition  2 provided  for  a lowering©! 
the  residency  requirement  from  one  year 
to  six  months  and  proposition  3 allows 
income  tax  by  reference. 

In  Utah  County,  Moss  led  Burton  22,413 
to  21,156  while  McKay  received  22,069 
over  Richards’  21,438.  Utah  County  is  a 
traditionally  Republican  county  and  the 
loss  came  as  a surprise  to  Republicans.

“Kermesse”  is  the  title  of  the  Latin 
American  Week  dance,  tomorrow,  9 p.m., 
in  the  ELWC  Ballroom. 

Yesterday’s  Latin  schedule  featured  a 
seminar  on  “Contemporary  Changes  in  the 
Catholic  Church  in  Latin  America  and 
Their  Implications  of  Development.” 

Dr.  LaMond  Tullis  of  the  Dept,  of 
Political  Science,  assisted  by  Dr.  Wesley 
Craig  and  Dr.  Berkeley  Spencer  of  the 
Sociology  Dept.,  presented  a lecture  and 
panel  discussion  outlining  the  current 
changes  in  the  Catholic  church  in  Latin 
America. 


Tullis  categorized  the  new  type  of 
Catholic  “elite”  as  the  Papists,  “a  kind  of 
militant  evangelical  group,’^  the  Pastors, 
who  “see  themselves  as  missionaries  to 
carry  out  a kind  of  social  revolution”  for 
the  poor  and  exploited. 

“"niere  has  always  been  an  enormous  gap 
between  the  elite  of  the  church  and  those 
that  make  up  the  masses,”  said  Tullis 
speaking  of  the  traditional  priests  whom  he 
termed  “the  Politicians.”  “They  are  hi^y 
oriented  to  the  power  structure  of  a secular 
society,”  he  said,  describing  the  traditional 
priests  who  “only  went  into  the  city  for  a 
Mass  if  a delegation  was  sent  for  them.” 

Spencer  called  the  movement  a 
“Cybernetic  Revolution,  a revolution  of 
information,”  and  explained  how  increased 


access  to  information  has  led  to  a Latin 
American  awareness  of  alternatives  to  the 
traditional  church  domination  and 
exploitation  of  the  masses.  “They  are 
increasingly  aware  that  the  alternatives  are 
relatively  unopen  to  them.” 

Concerning  the  recent  election  of  a 
Marxist  leader  in  Chile,  Dr.  Craig  warned 
against  current  rumors  of  LDS  withdrawal 
from  the  area.  “It  is  no  longer  adequate  for 
a church  to  come  in  and  work  spiritually 
while  ignoring  physical,  political  and 
economic  needs,”  he  explained. 

Spencer  added,  “If  we  get  out  of  Chile, 
we  are  turning  back  the  clock  50  years  as 
far  as  the  church  in  ChQe  is  concerned. 
There  is  room  for  our  cooperation  with 
this  democratically  elected  government.”

1.  It  doesn ’t  necessarily  mean  a shift  away  from  conservatism.  Both 
Moss  and  McKay  took  a “law  and  order”  stand  on  the  one  issue  that 
was  built  as  a conservative  issue.  The  election  does  suggest  that  Utah 
voters  have  a tendency  to  vote  for  the  man.  It  also  suggests  that  the 
coattail  of  Governor  Calvin  Rampton  is  pretty  broad.  Much  of  the 
success  of  the  election  was  a Rampton  success. 

2.  The  senatorial  campaign  that  was  waged  was  one  that  repelled 
many  voters.  The  Burton  campaign  was  packaged  from  out  of  state,  and 
this  was  not  the  type  Utah  voters  were  ready  to  accept.  Moss  has  a very 
creditable  record  in  the  Senate.  He  has  been  a real  workhorse  for  Utah 
and  the  nation.  He  has  worked  on  significant  committees,  and  crusaded 
almost  alone  against  cigaret  advertising.  But  it  was  a dirty  campaign.  In 
the  minds  of  many  here  in  Utah  there  was  the  feeling  that  both 
senatorial  contenders  were  somewhat  involved  in  a dirty  campaign.  It 
appears,  however,  that  the  voters  rejected  the  Burton  approach. 

3.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  control  of  Congress,  it  was  a 
Democratic  victory.  But  Nixon  got  some  of  what  he  wanted  as  far  as 
the  ideological  flavor  of  Congress.  The  Nixon-Agnew  team  did  very  well 
in  keeping  the  off-year  swing  down  to  a minimum  of  losses.  But  I also 
feel  that  the  Nixon-Agnew  involvement  may  minimize  the  effectiveness 
of  Nixon  in  the  next  two  years  of  office. 

4.  Their  influence  was  great  enough  to  cause  the  defeat  of  Gore, 
Goodell,  and  Tydings.  But  they  didn ’t  seem  to  have  the  same  effect  on 
Moss,  Cannon,  and  McGee,  for  example. 

5.  American  politics  are  almost  totally  incomprehensible  and 
unpredictable.  Jacob  Javits  is  one  of  the  most  liberal  men  in  the  Senate, 
and  then  New  York  turns  around  and  repudiates  a liberal  Senator  and 
elects  James  Buckley.  But  because  it  was  a three-way  fight  the  election 
came  out  in  an  unexpected  way. 

6.  It’s  difficult  to  say.  Ted  Kennedy  is  not  out  of  the  race,  but  I 
don’t  think  he’s  a contender.  George  McGovern  is  a contender,  but  I’m 
not  sure  he’s  in  the  race.  Hubert  Humphrey  is  not  in  the  race  at  the 
moment.  Edmund  Muskie  is  very  popular.  The  question  is  whether  he 
has  a large  enough  power  base  to  build  upon,  being  jrom  Maine.  In  the 
next  two  years  we  will  see  a number  of  possible  contenders.

Recall  Walton,  student  urges

So  that  it  will  be  clear  from  the 
beginning  where  I stand,  I will  say 
now  that  I am  strongly  urging  that 
the  student  body  of  BYU  draw  up 
and  sign  a referendum  removing 
Brian  Walton  and  Jon  Ferguson 
from  office. 

I hope  to  make  clear  in  this 
guest  editorial  why  the  student 
body  not  only  has  justification, 
but  a responsibility  to  do  so. 

BYU  has  become  a shining  light 
among  the  universities  of  the 
world.  Beyond  the  academic 
achievements  of  the  faculty, 
administrators  and  students  of 
BYU,  stand  their  exemplary 
attitudes  and  character.  Walton 
and  Ferguson  are  succeeding  in 
destroying  that  image,  not  with 
facts,  but  with  irresponsible 
misrepresentations  of  the  true 
character  of  BYU. 

By  what  influence  or 
motivation  they  do  this,  I cannot 
say,  but  I wonder  if  the 
consistency  of  their  irresponsible 
pattern  suggests  something 
beyond  ignorance. 

The  prime  example  is  the 
“Important  Message  To  Young 
Men  At  BYU.”  In  that  pamphlet, 
Walton  and  Ferguson 
misrepresented  President  McKay’s 
intent  by  quoting  him  out  of 
context  in  order  to  encourage 
young  men  at  BYU  to  do  other 


than  what  our  past  and  present 
prophets  have  counselled  us  to  do 
in  that  Walton,  Ferguson,  and 
their  co-signers  encouraged  the 
men  of  BYU  to  avoid  serving  their 
country  in  the  armed  forces. 

THE  WALTON  COMMISSION 
is  another  example  of  their 
irresponsible  pattern.  On  the  front 
page  of  the  October  26  Universe, 
Walton  enumerates  the  purposes 
of  the  commission.  The  entire 
plan  is  distinctly  against  the  spirit 
of  the  BYU. 

Walton’s  first  alleged  purpose 
for  the  commission  is  “to 
delineate  the  legal  relationship 
between  BYU  and  individual 
students.’’  All  who  have 
associated  with  the  administration 
of  this  University  know  that  this 
is  not  a “legal”  relationship,  but 
the  relationship  of  brothers.  This 
is  clear  in  the  great  patience, 
long-suffering  and  love  unfeigned 
with  which  the  standards  are 
“enforced.”  If  this  were  strictly  a 
“legal”  relationship,  those  who 
break  the  honor  code  might  be 
immediately  expelled. 

The  relationship  between  the 
administration  and  students  at 
BYU  is  a unique  and  exemplary 
one  of  mutual  love,  support  and 
appreciation.  To  propose  “legal 
delineation”  of  that  relationship  is 
to  cover  that  delightful  and 
exemplary  relationship  and  at  the 
same  time  insinuate  openly  to  all 


the  Universe  readers  throughout 
the  nation  that  there  might  be 
mass  unrest  among  the  students  of 
BYU.  This  is  irresponsible 
misrepresentation  of  a valid 
image. 

THE  SECOND  ALLEGED 
purpose  of  Walton’s  commission  is 
to  produce  a so-called  “Bill  of 
Rights  and  to  provide  for  judicial 
review  of  the  disciplinary 
process.’’  This  is  also  blatant 
misrepresentation.  We  don’t 
accept  the  implication  that 
Brigham  Young  University 
represents  a ruler-versus-ruled 
relationship.  It  would  be  more 
representative  of  the  students’ 
attitudes  if  the  commission  were 
to  draw  up  a “Bill  of  Blessings.” 
We  have  sought  out  this 
University  because  it  is  known  to 
be  staffed  by  men  who  are  both 
learned  and  WISE.  We  have 
contracted  with  these  men  to 
teach  us  and  we  are  grateful  that 
they  have  consented  to  do  so. 
Drawing  up  a “Bill  of  Rights”  is 
an  affront  to  the  University 
officers,  is  inconsistent  with  the 
general  feelings  and  is  an 
irresponsible  misrepresentation  of 
the  true  character  of.  BYU 
students  and  administration. 


WALTON’S  FOURTH  proposal 
concerns  the  “impact  of  students 
in  decision-making  bodies  at 
various  levels  of  University 


governing”  (sic).  No  one  who  has 
ever  attempted  to  commimicate 
his  feelings  to  the  administrators 
at  BYU  can  avoid  knowing  that 
there  are  open  doors  everywhere 
you  go.  At  every  level  those  who 
make  decisions  bend  over 
backward  to  determine  the 
students’  feelings  and  their  needs. 
Often  students  are  invited  to  sit  in 
the  decision-making  councils  to 
give  their  advice  and  assistance. 

Our  student  body  as  a whole 
will  claim,  and  the  rest  of  the 
world  will  likely  agree  that  there 
is  probably  no  University  in  the 
world  where  the  faculty  and 
administration  show  more  love 
and  concern  for  the  students  than 
at  BYU.  For  anyone  to 
“investigate”  or  “study”  the 
impact  of  the  students  in 
decision-making  bodies  at  BYU 
where  decision-making  influence 
from  the  students  is  so  clearly 
invited  and  where  all  decisions  are 
so  clearly  made  with  the  welfare 
of  the  students  in  mind,  is  to  slap 
the  face  of  that  great  love. 

To  do  so  would  be  a brazen  lack 
of  appreciation  and  is  also  an 
irresponsible  misrepresentation  of 
the  true  feelings  of  BYU  students. 

WHY  SHOULD  WALTON  and 
Ferguson  want  to  distort  the  true 
image  and  create  this  false 
impression  of  the  situation  at 
BYU?

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Provisional  r^;istration  aim: 
meeting  the  student’s  needs 


It  can  be  a frustrating  thing  to 
be  a college  student  without  a 
major.  It  can  be  even  more 
frustrating  to  choose  from  among 
the  over  130  majors  offered  at 
BYU  without  knowing  anything 
about  them,  or  the  occupational 
opportunities  available. 

The  Department  of  Provisional 
Registration  in  General  College 
helps  students  with  the  choice  of 
a major.  Dr.  William  Dale 
Goodson,  who  heads  the 
Department,  says,  “Students  who 
have  not  found  a major  are 
certainly  not  lacking  in 
intelligence  or  ability  but  mainly 
in  information.  One  cannot 
choose  a major  in  a vacuum.”  The 
Department  works  to  make  an 
intelligent  decision  possible. 

Guidance  is  provided  to  help 
students  gain  information  about 
the  colleges  on  campus  and  about 
himself.  Each  student  in  General 
College  is  assigned  an  advisor  and 
encouraged  to  contact  him 
frequently.  However,  since  about 
2,300  students  each  semester 
register  in  Provisional 
Registration,  it  isn’t  practical  to 
have  individual  guidance  only.  A 
non-credit  orientation  class  is 
offered  by  the  department  to 
facilitate  the  flow  of  information. 

The  class,  taught  each  block, 
provides  a survey  of  each 
department  and  each  major  and 
minor  on  campus.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  requirements,  areas  of 
concentration,  and  opportunities 
available  for  each  major.  The 
material  is  presented  usually  by 
means  of  a 10-minute  slide 
presentation  followed  by 
clarification  and  amplification  by 
the  college  representative. 

As  the  student  learns  about  the 
college  programs  available,  he  can 
begin  to  decide  which  areas  of 
study  he  would  like  to  know  more 
about.  The  Department  of 


Provisional  Registration  prefers 
not  to  give  in-depth  information 
about  the  other  college  programs 
but  instead  would  rather  have  the 
student  go  to  his  areas  of  interest 
to  talk  with  counselors  there. 

Students  in  the  orientation  class  ■ 
are  given  interest  and  personal 
preference  tests.  Students  are 
counseled  to  use  the  test  results  as 
an  indication  of  possible  interest 
rather  than  as  a sure  means  of 
telling  which  major  will  serve 
them  best.  “Students  shouldn’t 
choose  a major  on  the  basis  of  a 
test,”  says  Goodson,  “But  they  do 
provide  additional  information  to 
help  make  a choice.”  As  an 
instructor  of  the  orientation  class 
told  his  students,  “A  portion  of 
this  class  is  aimed  at  helping  you 
understand  yourself.”  The  tests 
add  to  what  the  student  already 
knows  about  himself. 

Students  also  find  the  program 


valuable.  One  student  said,  “This 
has  been  of  value  to  me  as  I 
previously  had  little  idea  of  what  I 
could  gain  from  schooling  or  from 
being  in  a certain  college.” 
Another  said,  “The  class  made  me 
realize  the  importance  of  choosing 
a major.  I was  shown  all  the 
advantages  in  all  fields  and  now 
can  make  a decision.”

Ihlicy  on 
grades 
explained 


By  GAIL  SPITTLER 


Teachers  often  unknowingly 
hurt  students  by  giving 
“Incompletes”  rather  than  the 
grades  they  actually  deserve, 
according  to  Darrell  Moses, 
chairman  of  the  department  of 
Academic  Standards. 

“BYU’s  Incomplete  policy  is 
often  very  confusing  to  students,” 
stated  Dr.  Moses.  “Some  students 
desire  an  ‘I’  when  they  deserve  a 
‘D’  or  ‘E’.” 

An  Incomplete  is  used  to 
indicate  that  a student’s  work  for 
a course  has  not  been  completed. 
“It  allows  the  student  one  year  to 
complete  the  course  work  without 
the  expense  of  roistering  again 
for  that  class,”  continued  Dr. 
Moses. 


Involvement  . . . coopera- 
tion . . . helping  others . . .

Freshmen  will  vote  today  and 
tomorrow  from  9 a.m.  to  4 p.m.

Booths  will 
be  open  in  Cannon  Center  and 
Deseret  lobbies  from  9 a.m.  to  5 
p.m.  both  days. 


IF  A student  is  failing  a course 
or  for  any  reason  must  repeat  it, 
he  should  not  be  granted  an 
Incomplete.  Nor  should 
Incompletes  be  given  merely  to 
allow  a student  more  than  a 
semester  to  complete  a semester’s 
work,  since  this  would  be  unfair 
to  students  who  must  accept  a 
grade  for  work  done  in  the 
prescribed  amount  of  time. 

Only  when  extenuating 
circumstances  beyond  the 
student’s  control  make  it 
impossible  for  him  to  complete 
the  remaining  portion  of  the 
semester’s  work,  should  a student, 
upon  his  request,  be  granted  an 
Incomplete. 

When  computing  a student’s 
academic  standing,  no  grade 
points  are  awarded  for  the  “I”.  It 
is  considered  to  be  the  same  as  an 
“E”  or  “UW”,  not  a “W”  or 
neutral  grade,  until  after  the 
student  has  completed  his  work 
and  received  a grade. 

“It  is  to  the  student’s  advantage 
to  get  the  grade  he  actually 
deserves,”  explained  Dr.  Moses. 
“Often  when  an  i’  is  given  it 
works  to  the  disadvantage  of  the 
student’s  academic  standing  and 
can  mean  the  difference  between 
staying  in  school  and  being 
suspended.”

WASHINGTON  (UPI)-With 
two  races  still  undecided, 
resurgent  Democrats  extended 
their  lead  over  the  GOP  in  the 
nation’s  governorships  to  28-20 
Wednesday  night  in  a strong 
off-year  election  turnaround. 


The  election  of  Democrat 
William  Egan  over  GOP 
incumbent  Keith  Miller  of  Alaska 
late  in  the  day  gave  the  Democrats 
a new  gain  of  at  least  10 
statehouses. 


Going  into  Tuesday’s  election, 
the  GOP  held  a 32-18  lead  over 
the  Democrats,  who  last  won  a 
majority  of  the  governorships  in 
Lyndon  Johnson’s  1964  landslide.

Elections 
aid  Nixon 


SAN  CLEMENTE,  CALIF. 
(UPI)  — President  Nixon  said 
Wednesday  the  results  of  the 
congressional  election  have 
“greatly  strengthened”  his  hand  in 
conducting  the  nation’s  foreign 
policy. 

“The  President  can  now  speak 
with  a stronger  voice  because  he 
has  stronger  support  in  the 
Senate,”  Nixon  told  newsmen 
gathered  outside  his  Western 
White  House  office. 

“We  now  have  a working 
majority  in  both  the  Senate  and 
the  House  for  foreign  policy  and 
national  defense,”  Nixon  said. 

Nixon  said  he  now  enjoys  a 
majority  of  four  in  the  Senate. 
That  figure  includes  lawmakers  of 
both  parties  who  support  the 
Administration  on  foreign  policy 
matters. 

“I  would  call  this  a victory,” 
Nixon  said. 

The  President  conceded  that 
Democratic  National  Chairman 
Lawrence  O’Brien  claimed  victory 
as  a result  of  Democratic  wins  in 
gubernatorial  elections. 

The  President  said  O’Brien’s 
claim  was  ‘‘with  some 
justification.” 

The  President  said  the  party 
which  controls  the  White  House 
lost  an  average  of  40  seats  in 
midterm  elections  since  1870.  He 
said  the  Republican  loss  this  time 
was  substantially  better  than  that. 


close  to  call  were  in  Michigan  and 
Rhode  Island  and  neither  was 
expected  to  be  decided  before 
Thursday. 

Incumbent  Republican  Gov. 
William  G.  Milliken  led  Democrat 
Sander  M.  Levin  in  Michigan  but  a 
computer  SNAFU  cast  doubt  on 
some  of  the  totals  and  delayed  a 
final  decision  until  at  least 
midmorning  Thursday. 

In  the  nation’s  smallest  state, 
Democratic  incumbent  Frank 
Licht  had  a vote  edge  of  169,556 
to  1 67,008  over  Republican 
Herbert  F.  Desimone,  but  enough 
absentee  ballots  remained 
uncounted  to  leave  the  outcome 
in  doubt. 

National  Democratic  chairman 
Lawrence  F.  O’Brien  claimed  a 
national  victory  for  his  party 
based  on  the  gubernatorial  gains, 
plus  a slight  pickup  in  the  House. 

‘‘The  governors  across  this 
country  have  been  nothing  short 
of  remarkable  ...  in  terms  of 
refurbishing,  if  you  will,  the 
Democratic  Party,  because  we  are 
gaining  governorships  in  state 
after  state  all  across  the  country,” 
he  said. 

The  overall  Democratic 
majority  was  good  enough  to 
considerably  broaden  their 
political  base  for  organizing  a 
presidential  election  campaign  and 
give  Democratic  governors  the 
major  say-so  when  it  comes  to 
redistricting  congressional  districts 
on  the  basis  of  the  1970  census. 

Districts  must  be  aligned  every 
10  years  to  conform  with 
population  shifts  and  the  party 
which  controls  the  statehouses 
can  approve  or  veto  those 
reapportionment  plans  drafted  by 
state  legislatures. 

Democrats  won 
Republican-held  governorships  in 
Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Florida, 
Nebraska,  Arkansas,  Minnesota, 


South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  Idaho, 
New  Mexico,  Oklahoma  and 
Nevada,  while  Connectitut  and 
Tennessee  went  from  Democratic 
to  Republican.

The  roar  of  BYU’s  “Cougar  of  the  Week”  was 
heard  across  the  nation  Saturday,  as  he  clawed  his 
way  to  a new  all-time  NCAA  kick  return  record. 

As  a result  of  his  great  performance  against  the 
Wyoming  Cowboys,  Chris  Farasopoulus  is  being 
honored  this  week  by  Jimba’s  of  Provo  as  BYU’s 
most  outstanding  Cougar. 

Although  Chris  brought  the  NCAA  kick  return 
record  to  BYU,  this  was  not  the  primary  reason 
for  his  selection.  Rather,  it  was  his  excellent  play 
in  the  defensive  backfield  which  earned 
Farasopoulus  the  honor. 

The  guy  was  everywhere  but  at  the  hot  dog 
stand  Saturday,  as  he  swiped  two  enemy  passes, 
knocked  down  several  others,  stopped  running 
plays  regularly  and  topped  off  a sparkling 
afternoon  by  tackling  a runner  for  a loss-a  rare 
feat  for  a deep  defensive  back. 

This  is  the  kind  of  play  Chris  has  been  striving 
for  even  more  than  his  dazzling  runbacks,  which 
he  refers  to  as  merely  “good  execution  by  the 
team.” 

The  man  who  has  many  students  around  these 
parts  checking'  up  on  their  Greek  mythology 
would  rather  be  known  for  his  defensive  prowess, 
of  which  he  has  an  abundance,  than  as  a runback 
specialist.  His  reasoning  is  logical;  “If  I am 
drafted  by  the  pros,  it  will  probably  be  as  a 
defensive  back  and  I feel  that  I can  do  the  job  in 
any  league  now,”  says  Farasopoulus.  ' 

“The  pros  take  anyone,  usually  a second  team 
man,  and  make  a kick  return  specialist  of  him.  I 
can  only  think  of  one  or  two  kick  returners 
playing  professional  football  who  double  as 
defensive  backs.”  Chris  paused  and  looked  up, 
“And  I want  to  play  professional  football.” 

“Besides.”  he  added  with  a erin.  “defensive 
backs  get  paid  more.”

Cougars’  Dan  Hansen  takes 
over  lead  with  ei^t  steals 


This  week’s  official  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association’s 
football  statistics  show  that  the 
Western  Athletic  Conference  is 
known  throughout  the  rest  of  the 
nation  with  Utah’s  Marv  Bateman 
leading  the  major  college  football 
teams  in  punting  and  BYU’s  Dan 
Hansen  leading  the  nation  in  pass 
interceptions. 

Bateman  has  been  averaging 

46.0  yards  per  punt,  and  has  a 
game  winning  field  goal  to  his 
credit  in  last  week’s  13-9  win  over 
stubborn  San  Jose  State.  Hansen 
picked  off  two  errant  Wyoming 
passes  last  week  in  the  Cougars 
23-3  win  over  the  Cowboys  to 
emerge  the  nation’s  leader  with 
eight  interceptions  thus  far. 
Hansen  also  is  one  theft  away 
from  the  BYU  individual  season 
record  of  nine. 

Other  WAC  players  who  have 
embedded  themselves  in  the 
national  rankings  are  UTEP’s  Bill 
Craigo,  who  is  fifth  in  the  nation 
in  total  offense  with  a 236.3  yards 
per  game  average. 

In  the  team  department  Arizona 
State  is  currently  second  in  the 
nation  in  total  offense  with  a 

529.0  yards  per  game  average  and 
27  touchdowns.  The  University  of 
New  Mexico  Lobos  are  third  in 
the  nation  in  rushing  offense 


averaging  335.6  y^ds  per  game, 
followed  in  fifth  position  by  ASU 
with  an  average  of  298.7  yards  per 
game.  The  Sun  Devils  are  also 
fourth  in  the  nation  in  scoring 
with  a 38.5  per  game  average. 

In  the  defensive  department 


ASU  also  has  its  name  embedded, 
as  the  Sun  Devils  are  currently 
seventh  limiting  the  opposition  to 
only  228.0  yards  per  game.  In 
rushing  defense  ASU  is  eighth  in 
the  nation  allowing  the  opposition 
a mere  96.0  yards  per  game.

Rams  await  Cats

BYU  wilt  try  to  extend  its  two  game  winning  streak  Saturday  at  the 
expense  of  the  Colorado  State  Rams,  a team  that’s  had  as  much  trouble 
getting  untracked  this  year  as  the  Cougars  have. 

The  Cougars  now  stand  at  3-5  on  the  year,  while  CSU  is  2-6. 

Both  teams  opened  the  season  with  wins,  BYU  owr  North  Texas 
State  10-7  and  the  Rams  28-9  over  the  Aggies  from  New  Mexico  State. 

Then  things  went  sour  for  both  squads.  BYU  lost  five  in  a row  before 
rejuvenating  themselves  just  in  time  for  a big  homecoming  win  over 
rival  Utah  State,  27-20.  The  Cats  made  it  two  in  a row  last  week  with 
their  first  win  over  Wyoming  since  1962,  and  the  first  win  ever  for 
Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth  over  the  Cowboys. 

Two  weeks  ago  the  Rams  went  back  to  West  Virginia  and  gave  the 
Mountaineers  all  they  wanted  and  probably  a little  more.  Hi^ly 
regarded  WVU  barely  squeezed  by  Colorado  State,  24-21 . 

In  that  game  Jake  Green  broke  a CSU  record  with  a 97  yard  kickoff 
return. 

Then  last  week  in  Fort  Collins,  home  of  the  Rams,  CSU  put  it 
together  and  handed  Utah  State  their  second  straight  setback,  a 20-13 
licking. 

Leading  the  Rams’  rushing  charge  is  6-1,  195  lb.  fullback  Lawrence 
‘The  Clutch”  McCutcheon.  Not  big  as  fullbacks  go,  ‘The  Clutch”  is  a 
bruising  runner  who  has  averaged  20  carries  per  game  and  over  3.5 
yards  per  carry. 

Last  year  against  BYU,  McCutcheon  ran  for  two  touchdowns  and 
caught  a pass  for  a third  to  almost  single-handedly  shackle  the  Cougars 
with  an  opening  season  loss  in  that  one.  Only  a last  minute  field  goal  by 
the  Cats’  Joe  ‘The  Toe”  Liljenquist  gave  BYU  a 22-20  win.

KFAR  RUPPIN,  ISRALE 

l(UPI)  - The  fragile  p«ce  in 
tthe  Arab-Israeti  conflict  has 
^worked  small  but  important 
changes  on  Kfar  Ruppin, 
once  one  of  the  most 
battered  of  Israel’s  border 
jettlements. 

The  shelling  of  Kfar 
Ruppin,  a kibbutz  farm 
commune  on  the  Jordan 


ijeina  Mbbutz:  much  better  since  cease-fire 


River  17  miles  south  of  the 
Sea  of  Galilee,  stopped  a few 
days  after  the  Aug.  7 
cease-fire  when  Arab  guerrilla 
gunners  turned  to  do  battle 
with  Jordan’s  King  Hussein. 

“It’s  wonderful,”  said  Haim 
Korati,  a SO-year-old  physics 
teacher.  ”Now  when  I hear  a 
loud  noise  I just  ask  myself, 
like  anybody  anywhere, 
wonder  what  that  was? 


“Now  I don’t  have  to 
watch  television  unless  I want 
to,”  said  Mrs.  Ada  Yatziv,  a 
27-year-old  Romanian-bom 
brunette.  The  television  sets 
are  in  the  deep  underground 
shelters  that  stud  the  kibbutz. 
The  shellings,  sometimes 
thrice  weekly  for  three  years, 
made  for  many  an  unwilling 
viewer. 

The  biggest  change  has 


been  for  children  older  than 
10.  Since  mid-October,  two 
months  after  the  last  shelling, 
the  kibbutz  has  allowed  them 
to  sleep  above  ground  in  a 
comfortable  two-to-a-room 
dormitory  instead  of  crowded 
into  a shelter. 

“But  not  the  younger 
children,”  said  Hava  Spom,  a 
petite  2S-year-old  blonde. 
Her  three-year-old  son,  Kior, 


has  slept  below  ground 
almost  every  night  in  his 
young  life. 

“Last  week  we  visited 
relatives  in  Haifa  and  at 
bedtime  Kior  wanted  to 
know  where  the  shelter  was,” 
Mrs.  Spom  said.  ”It’s  too 
soon  to  let  the  little  ones 
realize  that  sleeping  in 
shelters  isn’t  the  most  natural 
thing  in  the  world.”

WASHINGTON  (UPI)-The 
voters  gave  President  Nixon  a 
Senate  a little  more  to  his  liking 
but  Democrats  retained  control  of 
both  Houses  of  Congress  and 
captured  an  impressive  array  of 
governorships  in  Tuesday’s 
election. 

Each  side  found  something  to 
hurrah  about  in  the  1970  midterm 
balloting,  with  both  parties 
already  sizing  up  prospects  for  the 
1972  presidential  elections. 

Vice  President  Spiro  T.  Agnew 
and  Herbert  G.  Klein;  a top  Nixon 
spokesman,  said  a GOP  Senate 
pickup  of  possibly  two  seats— plus 
one  by  conservative  James  L. 
Buckley  in  New  York— would  give 
the  President  a “working 
majority’’  even 'though  the 
Republicans  lack  mathematical 
control. 

Lawrence  F.  O’Brien, 
Democratic  national  chairman, 


disputed  any  suggestion  of  a 
Nixon  victory,  terming  the  results 
“nothing  short  of  a fantastic 
Democratic  win.” 

O’Brien  cited  House  gains  which 
may  total  up  to  nine  more 
Democratic  seats  and  the  party’s 
seizure  of  12  state  governorships 
from  the  Repubhcans. 

Three  potential  Nixon  rivals  in 


1972  scored  one-sided  winsB 
the  Democrats.  Former  Vi 
President  Hubert  H.  HumplSe 
defeated  by  Nixon  in  the  19<
